The past Friday I completed the output mods on my Sierra which you 
recommended...I replaced the L10 collector choke with a 4:1 
transformer (I used 10 bifilar turns on a FT- 50-43), replaced Q7 (PA) 
with an NTE 342 (couldn't locate an SK9618 at a reasonable price), and 
mounted a 500 ohm drive control pot on the rear panel. 


I did modify two modules: I reduced the number of turns on L5 & L6 
from 26t to 23t, & installed silver mica caps on my 10 meter module 
(120 pF for C47, C49 & 220 pF for C48) - I'll eventually swap out the 
rest of the caps. 


The results (at 13.8 V measured with an HP8565E Spectrum Analyzer with 
a 5W, 20 dB attenuator on the input): 7 W on 80M, over 5 W on 40M, 
30M, 20M & 15M and 3 W on 10M. [It helps to work in a Design 
Engineering Lab] The external drive control makes power adjustment 
very easy. 


Note: the NTE 342 (cost around $5.25) is the same configuration as 
the SK9618 - the center pin is tied directly to the tab and, thus can 
be mounted directly to the inside of the rear panel to provide both 
grounding and a heat sink. I used one of the existing ground "holes" 
on the Sierra PCB for the center pin.

I'm just catching up on back QRP-L posts. Haven't seen any descriptions 
of the K-2 prototype that Wayne and Eric showed at the NorCal meeting. 


Having eagerly poked all around the rig, I'll give you my impressions so 
far. I know there are a few inquiring minds out there. 


First off, like their web page shows, the box is roughly halfway between 
the Sierra and the TT Scout. A very nice size. The mechanical assembly 
is clean and straightforward. The front panel removes easily for access 
to the pc board behind it. The top and bottom covers are removable 
without removing the front cover or bottom half of the rear cover. The 
top cover bends over at the rear and is the upper half of the rear 
cover. The case will go together easily when we finally get out hands 
on this rig. I asked Wayne who his mechanical designer had been. He 
grinned and said, " Talk about your Renaissance man. 


me". 
The pc board layouts are classic Wayne Burdick. Clean parts layout, 
straight signal flow, minimum amount of wire throughout. The front 
panel controls consist of knobs and buttons. The buttons are 
multiplexed. A short press gets you the function labeled above the 
button. A bit longer press gets you the function below the button. No 
shift key needed. 


The tuning knob has several tuning rates. The slowest will make a very 
sharp filter easy to use. With the uP conrol of the rig, stability 
should be quite adequate for a sharp filter. I keep harping on this as 
I really like a sharp filter for cw. Wayne said he felt the variable 
bandwidth IF filter would be good down to 300 Hz or so at the nose. No 
idea what skirt shape would be yet. I asked about the fixed filter he 
refers to. It would be a kit also, and you could switch between the 
variable bandwidth and the fixed filter. Specs on the fixed filter 
undecided as yet. I'm pushing for about 250 Hz with steep skirts. 


We didn't talk about receiver sensitivity, but it is quiet enough that 
you can hear the noise level drop when disconnecting the antenna on even 
a quiet band. 


Bandswitching is acomplished with tiny reed relays in what look like 8 
pin DIP packages. Wayne said that he and Eric had measured up to 80 dB 
of isolation between the contacts, quite satisfactory for bandswitching. 
This certainly leads to a clean layout and signal flow. 


Wayne had not assembled his unit's PA by meeting time. However, running 
off the driver stage, he was getting about 750 mw, and had a sucessful 
QSO already. We had a few QSOs across the parking lot at the meeting, 
and the rig sounded very clean and crisp. 


Wayne showed us where various options would plug into the mother board. 
An audio filter would supplement the IF filter for additional 
selectivity. A noise blanker plug-in is provided. Another plug-in 
provides 160m operation, plus provides a second independent receiver 
input for all bands. 


Some options are intended to mount in the top cover, with ribbon cable 


to the mother board. The cable would be long enough that the top cover 
could be laid on the table beside the rig, upside down for option 
access. 


All in all, one neat rig. No particular connection with EleCraft, other 
than "I Want One!!!".

I built the Herring Aid 5 over the weekend. It is easily the oddest looking 
thing I've ever built! I wanted to build it in a herring container so found 
a box at the local Kroger store labeled "Iceland Waters" that is a little 
larger than the circuit board with an oval tin inside.I applied several 
coats of polyurethane to the box and cut a hole in the top over which I was 
going to mount the circuit board.Then I cut the tin in half for the front 
and rear panels. 


I lined the inside of the box with auto body filler for strength, slipping 
the front and rear panels through slits I'd cut on top of each end. I also 
used the filler to install stand-offs for the circuit board. The circuit 
board fit between the panels after a little trimming and I was able to fit 
the tuning, volume, & phones on the front panel and the power & antenna on 
the back panel. I found that a piece cut from a 1 liter iced tea bottle 
made a nice clear cover that could be snapped in. It doesn't go in and out 
very easily but shouldn't need to be removed often. The finished product 
sort of resembles part of one of those tubes you use at the bank drive-thru 
mounted on a VCR tape box. If there was a contest for a project that looked 
most like something out of one of those old space movies I think I'd have a 
good chance of winning! 


Construction went fairly well. although I had a few problems. I had to 
change C2 to 15 pf, then changed C13 to .47uf and C16 to.2uf for a little 
better performance.I also changed the tuning pot to a 10 turn 10K. Then 
after blowing several fuses when turning it on, I decided the problem was 
C15 charging up, so changed it from 470uf to 100uf. It takes a while to 
settle down after turning it on, but I'm very happy with how it performs. 
And it does a pretty good job driving a speaker.

QRP radio is lucky to have a community of talented designers producing 
amazingly clever gear for low powered radio. But I'm a little concerned 
that they and we are suffering from forty-itis. What the world needs is 
some high performance 10 and 15 QRP radios.

The reason I'm not building anything for 10m is because I'm not ready for 
it yet. In particular, I just now got the VFO working the way I want it 
to. I need to redesign it AGAIN, however, because I need to move it from 
the 160-in-1 kit to an actual PC board. But the circuit as a whole works 
great. Beautifully sharp rise and fall times, and a nice, clean 
square-wave output. 


The problem with making a radio for myself NOW, however, is that I cannot 
seem to make a working mixer. :) I have a vague feeling that it's alla 
matter of biasing and impedance matching. But I'm also not putting 100% 
brain power to this task either. I still need the finish (and box) the 
VFO circuit. 


The next thing that is on my list is a new AF amplifier design. I'm still 
working this out, but with the information that I garnered in the past 
(thanks to those who replied), I will be breadboarding a new design 
shortly. The goal, as usual, is 120dB of AF gain, capable of driving an 
8-ohm speaker. 


After the AF amplifier and the VFO comes the most dreaded part of the 
radio -- the mixer. Conceptually, this should be easy: turn the RF source 
on and off at RF frequencies, thus multiplying it with a square wave. Due 
to the multiplication process, AF will result. Alternatively (and 
seemingly more power efficient) is to alternately swap the phase of the RF 
signal, thus multiplying it by a symmetric square wave. This is what 
diode and most MOS mixers do today, and represents either a singly or 
doubly-balanced way working things. 


In reality, I found that "chopping" RF and filtering the result with a 
capacitor DID produce a few heterodynes, but no audible AF (keep in mind 
I'm using a Hi-Z earphone, a la "crystal" radios from eons past). I tried 
to re-create the amplified mixer, where RF is fed at the emitter, and the 
base is fed the antenna, but I got NO audio of any kind from that. I am 
forced to conclude that that particular mixer just didn't work. 


Anyway, the point I'm trying to make here is that 40m is an excellent band 
to start out on, because 1) it's not so high in frequency that you have to 
watch EVERY little detail of circuit design, and 2) Obtaining components 
that can handle the RF frequencies for this band is a snap. 


Until I become more familiar with 40m radio construction, I am not going 
to tackle anything else. However, when I feel I'm ready, I'm going to 
make the jump directly to 6m, instead of 10. The reason being is that I 
have a few plans for using the 6m rig which would be "illegal" on HF bands 
(namely, digital transmissions with greater than 300bps throughput) .
